ANTI-SLAVEIIY  SOCIETY,  OF  MARYLAND. 

The  following  extract  from  a  late  address  of 
the  above  association,  will  shew  that,  although 
the  niembei'S'dil  not  succeed  in  the  election  of 
their  candidate  to  the  state  Legislature,  they 
are  not  discouraged  from  making  further  efforts 
to  abolish  the  system  of  slavery.  The  remarks 
of  La  Fayette,  are  exceedingly  important,  and 
will  be  read  with  interest,  by  every  one. 

It  has  been  said  tliat  our  society  consists  of 
characters  but  little  known  in  Maryland.  Wc 
liave  not  sought  after  worldly  honours;  and  ma- 
ny of  us  v/ould  not  take  them  if  tendered  to 
our  acceptance. — We  are  but  plain  and  unas- 
piring republicans,  who  know  their  own  rights, 
and  are  determined,  with  the  spirit  becoming 
freemen  and  patriots,  to  exercise  them  un- 
daunted. 

And  why^  your  committee  conSdenlly  cn-- 
qulre,  should  they  despair  of  ultimate  success?' 
There  arc  now  in  the  United  States  tnore  than 
one  hundred  societies,  formed  on  the  basis  of 
ours,  who  are  all  pledged  to  aid  and  assi.-i  in 
the  glorious  work  of  emancipation. 

More  than  forty  of  these  associations  have, 
been  organized  within  the  space  of  two  years, 
in  our  southern  country. 

These  different  bodies,  associated  for  the 
same  purpfjir ,  hope  to  accomplish  this  object, 
not  by  an  insurrection — notby  convul.'ion — hut

er, as  well  of  the  blacks  as  of  the  whiles.-- 
These  are  our  olijccts — these  our  meiuis — 
these  our  hopes  of  accomplishment.

MURDER  OF  A  rUlLANTIlROPlST  ! 

The  f(dlo\ving  letter  from  the  post  master  in 
Camden,  SoUtirCarolina,  furnishes  information 
deeply  interesting  to  the  friends  of  African 
emancipation.

The  gentleman,  here  aliuded  to,  was  a  young 
man,  about  twenty-four  years  of  a^e,  and  the 
proprietor  of  about  seventy  slaves.     He  had,  lor 
seveial  years,  been   impressed   with  the  belict 
that  slavery  is  inconsistent  with  the  Christian 
Religion,  as  well  as  the  principles  of  our  re- 
publican government;  and  had  at   length  form- 
ed the  resolution  of  t'oUowim;  ihe  cMcclJent  ex- 
ample of  David  Minge,  of  Yirginia,  by  emanci- 
pating all  those  in  his  possession.     A  short  time 
since,  he  was  in  this  city,  and  applied  to  the 
editor  of  this  paper  foradviee  and  assistance  ii; 
taking  measures  to  send  his  slaves  to  the    He- 
public  of  Hayti.     The  necessary  arrangement^ 
having  been  agreed  upon,  he  departed   in  tin 
soutliern  stc.im  boat,  for  his  native  place,  in- 
tending to  get  his  slaves  in  readiness  for  trans- 
poriaiio'i  as  soon  as  possible.

A;n  i 
cultural  implements  were  also  to  be  procnrti 
lor  the  use  of  the  slaves.     Every  sueceedin. 
mail   was  now  expected  to  bring  the  .joylu 
tidin-'s  that  all  things  were  in  readiness  lorth< 
shin  to  he  despatched  to  the   south— nhen  lo 
the'horrible  intelligence,  contained  in  the  abovi 
let'c,  was  received  ! !  .' 

It  is  true,  we  have  no  certain  evidence  tha 
he  was  murdered  to  prevtut  his  performing  s. 
humane  an  act  as  that  of  emancipating  hi 
slaves;  still,  I  have  little  doubt  of  this  bcmg  tli^ 
fact.  The  matter  will  be  investigated;  aii< 
when  the  truth  relating  to  it  can  be  ascertain 
cd,  it  will  be  laid  before  the  reader*  of  thi 
work.

AMERICAN  CONVENTION. 

The  "Americ:iii  Convention,  for  the  Aboli- 
tion o  Slavery  aiul  Tmprovii)<;  tlie  Condition  of 
the  African  Kace,"  held  its  biennial  session  in 
Plii!aiiei[ibia  on  the  -Uh  i!;-.t.  'i'he  minutes 
have  net  yet  been  received  at  this  otTice — but 
it  will  be  gratifying  to  the  fritntis  c  f  the  cause 
of  cniancipatioi),  in  the  south,  to  learn  that  a 
resolution  passed  that  body,  by  an  unanimous 
vote,  to  hold  an  extra  meeting  in  the  cilij  of 
Balthnorr,  next  October.  This  measure  v.us 
jiropnscd  and  acceded  to  with  a  view  of  ren- 
dering it  njore  converiient  for  the  southern  so- 
cieties to  send  delegates  to  the  Convention.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  not  fail  to  improve 
the  opportunity. 


Dr.  J.^M.'is  S.mith's  RrAVEs. 
It  will  be  recollected  that,  sometime  «ince, 
a  statement  was  published  in  this  work  rela- 
j  tive  to  the  transportation  from  this  city  to  New 
I  Orleans  of  a  Lnge  number  of  slaves,  among 
i,  \vhom  were  thirty-ciEht  sent  by  Dr.  James 
p  Smith.

of  our  country,  that  the  -'slave  trade"  is  abol- 

j  ished,  .^•c..   4"e.    and  that  no  .more  8la<(rs  are 
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hroiigJit  into  the  L'liited  Stales  from  foreign 
jiorts,  it  appeals  from  an  a;lvorti>i"mtiit  i-f  tlic 
U.  S.  District  Altoriiov,  in  the  Nc\v-0rleau8 
Courier  of  the  5th  ult.  that  17  negroes  and  a 
mulatto,  ^hipped  at  llavanna,  have  been  sraug- 
glfj  into  the  Mississippi,  by  a  vessi-l  bearing 
liic  Aineriran  fla;^,  in  contravention  of  the  sixth 
sertion  of  the  act  Congress,  of  April  20th,  1818, 
relative  to  the  slave  trade.  About  half  of  the 
n«  gries  were  s.-izcd  by  tha  Inspector  of  the 
Revenues,  and  are  re{)resented  a?,  in  general, 
intcllij';ent,  and  able  to  give  a  clear  account  of 
their  origin.  The  object  of  the  advertisement 
is,  to  advise  all  persons,  that,  to  hold,  sell,  or 
dispose  of  any  of  these  hei;roes,  or  any  other  in 
similar  situation,  as  slaves,  or  to  be  ai'lin;.;  or 
abettinj;  thereto,  will  subject  the  ofleiulcr  to  the 
j)eiialty  of  from  1,00'J  to  10,000  dollars,  and  im- 
priso;imc.:t  from  3  to  7  years. 

Now  it  is  an  absolute  f.tct,  that  with  all  our 
pyo'.ealations  as^ains:  the  ''sl-WK  tr.vdk,"  wc  tip~ 
holl  it  by  our  liicf..'  0\i?  laws  are  inadequate  to 
its  suppi-ession,  and,  therefore,  they  are  "worse 
t'aan  worihle>s,"  when  applied.  They  prevent 
tie  t  ikins:  of  further  measures  to  cfieet  the  ob- 
j  :ct,  and  the  horrid  work  goes  on.

We  are  of  opinion  that  while  the  philanthro- 
pists of  the  other  sex  ar*;  spending  time  ind 
money,  in  the  cause  of  universal  benevolence, 
and  with  christian  firmness  and  political  pru- 
dence are  persuing  the  great  object  of  the  se- 
curity and  happiness  of  society,  that  it  is  incum- 
bent oil  us  to  exercise  those  mental  faculties 
given  us,  in  any  way  that  may  be  likely  to  as- 
sist  in  the  giand  work  of  doing  good  to  man- 
kind, and  by  our  thus  uniting,  to  excite  the  at- 
tention of  those  of  ourown  sex  to  the  subjoct; 
for,  much  depends  on  the  maternal  instruction 
of  children,  (ijiack  and  white)  moie  immi- 
dictely  under  the  control  and  direction  of  their 
nr.itro'ns,  fr'm  which  source  the  lender  minds 
of  white  children  may  be  inspired  with  the 
principles  of  freedom  and  equality,  that,  as 
tliey  grow  to  manhood  they  may  have  an  aver- 
sion to  oppres>ion,  and  by  the  right  tuition  of 
the  blacks,  they  v.  ill  be  brought  to  <ee  the 
advantage  and  necessity  of  emigration;  for,  "as 
the  twig  is  bent  the  tree's  inclined."*  From  im- 
pressions of  duty,  we  wish,  by  our  tlws  a*-<o- 
eiating,  to  eucouragu  each  other  in  acts  of  be- 
nevolence, as  occasion  may  dictate,  and  use.

The  slave  lwldcr''s  rraycr. 
Almighty  God!  I  thank  thee  that  I  am  not  as 
t)ther  men  are,  or  even  as  those  sable  sons  and 
daughters  of  Africa,  which,  in  thy  providence 
are  under  my  dominion.  I  thank  thee  that  I  am 
an  absolute  sovereign,  possessed  of  an  incon- 
trolablc  authority  over  my  subjects,  that  I  am 
accountable  to  none  upon  earth  for  the  dispo- 
sal of  their  persons,  or  the  administration  of  my 
government  over  them.  I  desire  to  admire  the 
great  cpndescension  of  my  Creator,  in  permit- 
ting me  to  occupy  a  station,  in  the  moral  world, 
more  significant  of  sovereign  independence  than 
his  own.  Thou  dost  never  demand  a  tribute  of 
humble  service  from  any  of  (hy  subjects,  wilh- 
out  a  reward:  but  I  can  demand  implicit  obedi- 
ence by  the  supremacy  of  my  power,  and  the 
yengeance  of  my  rod,  without  the  humbling 
thought  of  diminishing  my  fortune  and  robbing 
my  infant  offspring  by  distributing  rewards  to 
my  subjects.  With  an  exalted  sense  of  majcs- 
torial  dignity,  my  soul  doth  magnify  tlie  Lord, 
and  praise  the  God  of  my  exaltation.  Thou 
dost  rule  by  established  laws,  which  must  of  ne- 
cessity correspond  witl»  the  relations  Avhich 
t>iiou  hast  made  to  exist  between  thyself  and  thy 
creatures,  and  cannot,  consistent  with  the  ho- 
nor of  thy  kingdom,  make  laws  to  contradict,  or 
invert  the  order  of  relative  duties.  But  in  t-hy 
providence,  i  am  placed  in  a  station  of  absolute 
supremacy,  in  which  my  sovereign  will  is  a  law 
to  my  subjects.  I  can  say  to  one,  at  any  time, 
go,  and  he  goeth,  and  to  another,  come,  and  he 
comcth.  My  will  supercedes  the  obligation  of 
rendering  to  thee  the  morning  and  evening  sa- 
crifice, by  a  rigorous  demand  of  incessant  la- 
bor from  the  dawning  light  to  the  evening  shade. 
I  can  say  to  one,  be  married,  and  he  must  be 
married;  and  to  another  let  thy  marriage  be  { 
dissolved,  and  it  must  be  dissolved.  1  can  say 
to  my  virgin  slaves,  be  fruitful,  multiply  and  re- 
plenish my  plantation,  and  my  command  will  be 
obeyed.  I  have  an  absolute  power  over  conju- 
gal relations,  parental  relations,  and  filial  rela- 
tiaiB;  and  all  the  reciprocal  duties  of  these 
.relations,  which  the  moral  law  would  require  of 
my  subjects,  if  they  were  not  slaves,  must  yield 
'o  my  despotic  will.   R;!t  O  Almighty  sn-T-.-'^'ir'i. 


though  1  am  indebcd  to  tlicc  for  the  exalted 
rank  I  oc.upy  in  llic  scale  of  moral  excellence, 
I  must  plead  my  inability  to  govern  these  my 
subjects,  without  I  am  taught  the  wisdom  of  the 
serpent  and  the  vengeance  of  the  tiger. — Enable 
us  to  keep  our  subjects  from  the  use  of  the  Bi- 
ble, and  bless  our  endeavors  to  prevent  them 
from  learning  to  read  it;  and  grant  to  them  such 
a  degree  of  stupidity  and  want  of  concern  about 
their  eternal  state,  as  'o  have  no  inclination  to 
read  the  Bible  or  any  other  book.  Shut  up  all 
their  intellectual  faculties,  so  as  they  may  know 
nothing  but  obedience  to  their  master's  com- 
mands. Lord  keep  from  within  our  borders, 
all  preachers  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are 
slave  holders  themselves,  that  when  they  arc 
led  to  preach  upon  the  subject  of  slavery,  they 
may  never  attempt  to  prove  their  do  3trine  from 
the  scripture,  but  to  prove  the  sense  of  scrip- 
ture from  their  docf<i-ine. — And  save  us  from 
ever  being  slaves  to  the  blacks  in  hell,  as  they 
have  been  to  us  upon  earth,  and  may  ours  be 
tho  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  fjr 
ever.     Amen. 


In  BtiUiinoro  we  observe  witli  plea- 
sure, that  an  elFort  is  making  gradually 
to  abolish  slavery  in  Maryland.  The 
mode  proposed,  is  to  elect  m!mbeis  io 
the  Legislature  pledged  to  vote  for  a  law 
similar  to  that  which  redeemed  N.Voilc 
from  the  same  blight,  enacting  that  all 
children  born  of  slaves  after  tiie  4(h  cf 
July  1S2G,  shall  be  entitled  to  freedom; 
the  females  at  i20  or  25,  and  (he  males 
at  .SO  years  of  age.  We  earnestly  wish 
success  to  this  attempt — but  even  tiiou:..h 
it  should  not  succeed  in  the  fir?:  ir.stau'jc, 
it  must  ultimately  prevail.  The  propor- 
tion of  the  white  to  the  coloi'ed  inhabi- 
tants of  Maryland,  is  ond  has  been  in- 
creasing, and  well  is  it  said  by  Mr.  Rny- 
niond,  the  anti-slavery  candidalo,  in  hi-^ 
address,  that '•'•if  Maryland  had  adopted 
the  policy  now  proposed  at  the  lime 
"wheiit  he  sages  and  pal  riots  of  our  coun- 
"Iry  pi'Oilaimed  to  the  world  that  liberh;

A  slave- 
liolding  preacher,  administering,  what  he 
calls  the  consecrated  Euchaiist,  to  the 
people  under  his  care,  while  he  is  ircm 
year  to  year,   admmistering    the  bitter 
cup  of  slavery  to  the  sable  beings 'that 
people  his  planlation  and  kitchen;    and 
after  he  has  finished  his  career  on  earth, 
his  heirs,  by  his  act  and  deed,  stop  in  his 
place,  and  admlnisier  to  the  sable  suflcr- 
r-rs  and  their  o/I'spring,  the  bread  of  af- 
iliclion  and  degradation  to  endless  gene- 
jatious!   What  but  the  \noi\  profcnid  ig- 


norance of  the  purities  of  (he  christian 
religion,  or  the  most  egregious  infatua- 
tion, could  induce  people  to  listen  to  such 
pri^achers.'  and  yet  th.e  ministiy  of  such 
wolves  in  sheep's  clothing,  are  often  at- 
tended in  crowds!  No!  only  so,  but  men 
and  women  of  character,  and  of  general 
respectability  for  their  consistency  in 
other  respects,  who  look  upon  the  ciimci 
of  slaveholding,  as  being  little  less  in 
magnitude,  than  the  crime  of  murder, 
not  only  listen  with  seeming  approbation 
to  slaveholding  preachers,  but  go  to  the 
communion  table  with  slaveholders,  and 
join  with  tlietn  in  commemorating  the 
death  of  Christ;  and  iiot  only  so,  but 
unite  with  them  in  the  ceremonial  of  a 
lovc-fcast,  and  eat  bread,  and  drink  water 
together,  which  is  declared  to  be  a  token 
to  those  who  thus  eat  and  drink  together, 
of  their  entire  fellowship  and  christian 
union.  Such  a  mode  of  religious  conduct, 
has,  to  me,  the  appearance  of  a  union  of 
light  and  darkness,  a  concord  betwixt 
Christ  and  Eelial,  and  a  bringing  Into  fel- 
lowship th©  table  of  the  Lord,  with  the 
table  of  Denis!  Put  away  from  amon^- 
you  that  ^vicked  person,  was  the  com- 
mand of  an  apostle,  on  anoth(  r  occasion  ; 
but  so  far  from  obejing  that  command, 
our  anti-slavcholdijig  professors,  con- 
demn the  sin,  and  yet  embrace  the  sin- 
ner in  the  closest  ties  of  christian  fellou  - 
ship  and  church  communion. 

Cei-tainly  such  professors  act  without 
retlecting  on  vrhat  (hey  do,  or  else  theii^ 
is  some  corruj)!  object  at  the  bottom  of 
such  inconsistencies.

country,  than  ever  disgraced  the  annals  , 
of  pa£;an  clime*.  What  is  the  religion  I 
of  a  confirmed  slaveholder;  and  what  '

At  a  mocliag  of  the  General  Association  of 
tho  Manumission  Society   of  North   Carolina, 
held  at  Hopewell  Meeting  House,  in  Randolph 
,  County,  on  the  9th  day  of  September,  1825. — 

I  The  committee  to  prepare  general  answers 
I  to  the  above  queries,  report  as  follows,  which 
I  was  concurred  in;  and  the  President  requested 
to  send  the  answers,  togetlier  with  the  que- 
i  ries,  to  Benjamin  I.undy,  I'or  publication  in  the 
I  Genius  of  Universal  Emancipation. 

I  1st.  Agreeably  to  a  report  made  by  the  Sccre- 
[  tary  of  the  Navy,  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
1st  day  of  December,  1S24,  the  money  expend- 
ed in  thai  year  for  the  prohibition  of  the  slave 
trade,  amounted  to  $I5,3-'6  05  cents,  to  which 
may  be  added,  the  salaries  and  expenditures  of 
our  ministers  at  foreign  courts,  while  negotiat- 
ing on  that  subject;  all  whicli  expcMC  was  oc- 
casioned by  the  sysUm  of  slavery  vhich  pre- 
vails in  the  United  States. 

2A.  It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  the  slave 
trade  is  extensively  carried  on  between  the 
slave  hdldint,'  states,  within  the  limits  of  the 
United  States;  but,  to  ascertain  precisely  the 
extent  to  which  it  is  carried,  appears  imprac- 
ticable. As  to  the  consequences  which  attend 
this  inland  trade  in  slaves,  tiiey  are  many,  and 
various — First,  it  gives  encouragement  to  the 
.\frican  Slave  traders,  to  xiolate  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  by  smuggling  as  many  slaves  as 
they  can  into  a  country  where  they  find  a  rea- 
dy and  sure  market  for  them — .Secondly,  it  has 
1  a  tendency  to  vitiate  the  morals  of  cir  ownci- 
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nzchs,  by  rendering  them  regardless  of  the 
rights  of  mankind,  and  callous  to  the  feelings 
of  humanity.  Jt  is  at  variance  with  tiie  princi- 
ples of  the  religion  we  profess;  in  pointed  con- 
tradiction to  our  declaration  of  independence, 
and  the  principles  of  a  republican  government; 
it  breaks  the  bond  of  marriage;  it  seperatcs 
man  and  wife,  parents  and  children;  and  is 
productive  of  every  crime  which  can  vitiate 
the  human  mind,  or  destroy  the  peace  and  hap- 
piness of  mankind. 

Od.  We  think  that  emigration  to  Hayti  ought 
to  be  encouraged  to  a  reasonable  extent;  that 
is,  all  free  negroes,  capable  of  earning  a  liveli- 
hood, shou'd  be  advised  to  emigrate;  and  mas- 
ters should  be  encouraged  to  liberate,  and  pre- 
pare their  slaves  for  emigrating.  Hayti  has  a 
surfacp  of  about  fifty-five  millions  of  acres,  and 
a  population  of  not  quite  one  million.  We  be- 
lieve it  is  commonly  ranked  among  the  most 
fertile  of  the  West  Ihdia  Islands,  and  if  it  will' 
admit  a  population  proportioned  to  that  of  Bar- 
badoes,  it  may  support  six  or  seven  millions  of 
inhabitants;  the  colored  population  of  the  U. 
States  is  about  two  millions,  of  course  there  is 
no  lack  of  room. 

4th.  Emigration  to  Liberia,  ought  also  to  be 
encoui'aged,  merely  witli  a  view  to  give  th" 
emigrants  a  choice  in  countries.  From  the  best 
calculation  we  are  able  to  make  at  present,  we 
think  the  differcuce  in  expence  of  emigrating 
vo  Hayti,  and  that  of  removing  to  Liberia  is, 
and  will  be,  about  as  fifteen  to  twenty.  We 
earnestly  say  to  the  friends  of  both  schemes, 
-,"5ee  that  ve  fall  not  out  by  the  way." 

5th.  '^■'"e  s^pffose  the  popular  sentiment  of 
North  Carolina,  may T)e  estimated  according  to 
the  following  view,  viz. — l-30th  of  the  people 
are  crying  out  for  immediate  emancipation  a- 
JHongus;  l-20th  are  for  gradual  emancipation; 
l-!5tli  are  supporting  schemes  of  emigration 
and  colouizution;  3-jths  are  ready  to  promote 
emancipation,  by  paying  their  money  and 
othcrv.'isc;  provided,  masters  would  cheerfully 
give  up  their  slaves,  and  government  would 
undertake  the  work  on  a  plan  that  would  ope- 
rate Avith  justice,  and  ensure  the  safety  of  all 
parties;  I-20th  have  never  thought  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  neither  know,  cr  cai-n  cry  thinj  about  I 


it;  3-20th8  are  moderately  opposed  to  emanci- 
pation, merely  because  they  think  itimpractic- 
abie;  and  l-20th  arc  bitterly  opposed  to  it  in 
almost  every  shape,  not  because  they  expect  to 
sustain  a  material  loss  in  property, by  the  eman- 
cipation of  slaves,  but  because  they  are  ignorant 
enough  to  think  that  iieaping  senseless  execra- 
tions on  manumission  societies,  &.c.  is  an  ex- 
cellent way  of  flattering  the  rich,  or  avaricious ; 
according  to  this  view  it  appears  that  ."-5ths  of 
the  people,  or  sixty  in  every  hundred  are  fa- 
vorably disposed  toward  the  principle  of  eman- 
cipation, but  are  sitting  at  case,  waiting  for 
some  exciting  cause  to  shake  off  the  j)rovailing 
apathy,  and  give  impulse  to  that  course  of  poli- 
cy which  they  know  already  is  just  and  expe- 
dient. AVe  believe  about  3-20ths,  or  fifteen  in 
every  hundred,  are  at  this  time,  active  suppor- 
ters of  universal  emancipation,  iu  some  way  or 
other. 

6th.  'We  conceive  that  the  most  speedy,  as 
well  as  the  most  elTectual  means  of  abolishing 
the  slave  trade,  and  slavery  will  be — first,  to 
enact  that  no  more  slaves  shall  be  brought  into 
North  Carolina,  from  any  part  of  the  United 
States,  or  elsewhere,  on  any  pretence  whatev- 
er— second,  that  no  slave  shall  be  transfered 
from  one  master  to  another  for  a  price— tliird, 
that  all  negroes  born  after  a  certain  date,  sliall 
be  considered  free  born, and  through  th«  whole 
course  of  the  process,  we  should  labor  to  in- 
duce other  slave  states  to  follow  our  example; 
and  constantly  encourage  emigration  and  colo- 
nization with  all  our  might. 

7th.  Some  of  the  printing  presses  in  this 
state  have  published  extracts  from  (he  papers 
favorable  to  emigration,  but  wc  know  of  none 
of  the  editors  who  appear  earnestly  engaged  ia 
promoting  it. 

8th.  Both  the  states  of  Ohio  and  New.Icrsey, 
have  recommended  to  the  other  states,  the 
abolition  of  slavery,  and  as  the  evil  is  a  nation- 
al one,  that  the  people  and  the  states  cf  this 
union,  ought  mutually  to  participate  in  tiic  du- 
ties and  burdens  of  removing  it.

War  IK  Afkica. — Sanguinary  and  bloody 
Contests  often  occur  among  the  hostile  tribes 
of  Africa,  'vvaged  frequently  from  no  other  mo- 
tive than  to  make  captives,  which  the  victorious 
party  sell  to  the  slave  traders  on  the  coast.  We 
find  it  stated  in  the  Sierra  Leone  Gazette  of 
the  25th  of  June, that  an  engagement  had  taken 
place  between  a  considerable  force  of  the  Sher- 
bro  Bulloms,  and  a  strong  party  of  Kussoos, 
■who  had  enlreuchcd  themselves  on  an  island 
on  the  Deong  river,  called  Peypurra,  near  a 
small  town  of  the  same  name.  It  appears  that 
the  Shcrbro  chiefs,  with  the  Caulkers  at  their 
head,  have  been  a  long  time  mustering  their 
forces  for  this  attack,  while  the  Kussoos,  have 
latterly  contented  thcmselveg  in  fortifwiig  their 
post  at  Peypurra,  with  the  determination  of 
making  a  stand  there  during  the  rainy  season. 
The  Bulloms,  who  were  sanguine  of  success, 
were  repulsed  with  great  i;]aughter;  having 
failed  in  their  attempt  to  break  through  the  \ 
barricade,  while  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  in 
their  rear,  upon  whom  they  depended  for  as- 
sistance, turned  orj^'"st  them,  and  cut  ofi'  a 
gre-at  number  of  their  party.     Some  hundred.";!' 


of  lives  had  been  lost,  and  a  large  supply  of 
victims  for  the  slave  market  have  thus  bcca 
obtained.
